may not much longer be 
able to stay out of the war, 
which is now almost on 
their doorstep. 
It may be that Stalin is realising 
that his line-up with Hitler cannot 
Jast nfuch longer 

He must now see clearly-—as 

Mr. Churchill hinted in the Corn- 
mons the other day—that Hitler 
may soon grab at two of Stalins 
most treasured possessions—the 
wheat-lands of the Ukraine and 
the oil area of Baku. 

The Nazi pincers are beine 
steadily moved forward in readi- 
ness for the grab. If Hitler decides 
ito invade the Ukraine, Stalin will 
no doubt fight.

There are no crowds for them to 
turn their machine-guns oh. no 
agitators for them to slug and 
torture, no strikes to quell by 
terrorist methods. Yet day after 
day the régime they have intro- 
duced is weakened by a score of 
prods and pin-pricks. 

‘Dwo-thirds of Czech industries 
are now in German hands. The 
great Skoda plant and many other 
armament and important heavy 
industrial factories are working 
for them—but their output is 25 
per cent. below normal 

This is not the result of 
spectacular strikes or ob- 
vious sabotage. The Czechs 
shun such clumsy methods. 
Production is slowed down 
so cunningly that even the 
most minute investigation 
fails to reveal the cause. — 
Machinery develops mysterious 
faults, mistakes for which no one 

can be blamed are made. So it 
goes on. 

The directing force behind this 
shadowy sabotage is the secret 
organisation for which the Ges- 
tapo. urged on by their infuriated 
superiors, seek in vain. There is 
a ghostlike quality about its 
astonishing grape-vine system of 
communication that defies detec- 
tion. Unexpectedly the German- 
controlled trams and omnibuses 
in Prague will be boycotted ‘fer a 
whole day.

criticism. 

Such, no doubt, was the 
reason for Churchill's words.

DAY, when the news from 

the Balkans looks black, 

we must remember the Pre- 

mier’s other reminder—that 

there was in our Greek adven- 

ture a double hazard. that “ op- 

posing risks and duties have 

been judged ” and that * Safety 

First’ was not a war-winning 
maxim. 

Only a few months ago, when 
Egypt was in grave peril, there 
was actualy a move for 
Wavell’s removal from his Near 
East command.

now. 

Such is Sir Kingsley’s confidence in the 
public that he not only expects us to 2on- 


tinue our voluntary savings, but to 
increase them substantially. He is count- 
ing on us to lend the Government more 
than ever and I do not think he will be 


disappointed. 
* 


HE second excellent feature of 

Budget is that it imposes no 
increase in indirect taxation, which always 
weighs more heavily upon the poor than 
upon the rich. é 

Mind you, I do not pretend that this is 
pure philanthropy. On the contrary, it is 
partly sound business, because nobody can 
legitimately evade Income Tax. whereas 
anybody can decide to give up luxuries, 
such as beer and tobacco and. motor cars. 
if the cost of these things be sharply 
increased. 

Finally it was good to learn that the 
Government, which spent a hundred mil- 
lions last year to “ peg the cost of living,” 
intends to pursue this policy more reso- 
lutely than ever. 

There is no other way to prevent the 
upward curve of prices. By controls, sub- 
sidies and strict rationing we can hope 
to keep the cost of living reasonably 
steady and maintain a fair standard for 
all classes. 

And it is consoling to realise that the 
Government is making such careful plans 
now to give the whole country a good start 
after all accounts have been -ettled with 
Adolf Hitler and Company.

HATEVER may happen on 
other fronts, the great Bat “> of 
the Atlantic is still our chief anxiety and 
Hitler’s only hope cf final victory 
We shall not lose this battle, but we 
have lost tour millior ions of shippir7 
since the war vegain. That is why the 
Premier has urged us once again to make 
supreme efforts in the shipyards.

thus recognising the Royal Navy's com- 
plete control of these waters. American 
shipping will, therefore, be able hence- 
forth to deliver goods to “ neutral” Egypt. 


Meanwhile, however, all of us have to 
fight the German pirates here in our own 
land, for the peril of invasion is far less 
than the peril of hunger.

N this connection the farmers are 

our shock troops. Upon them we 
must depend for the bulk of our home- 
grown food, and they must depend upon 
themselves to feed their own livestock. 


I know that farmers generally are work- 
ing under great difficulties. but some of 
them apparently still do not realise how 
much more they could do, and must do 
to see the community and themselves 
safely through the coming winter. 


It is not enough for them to put new 
land under the plough; they need to make 
sure of maximum yield from every acre. 
Some of them still don’t seem to realise 
the importance of fertilisers, and yet a 
hundredweight of sulphate of ammonia 
will increase the potato crop by one ton 
per acre! 


The farmers can obtain this fertiliser if 
they apply for it. They ought to do so. 
They ought to plant kale and root crops 
for winter feed They ought to go in for 
silos so as to turn cut grass into good 
cattle cake 


The Ministry of Agriculture is eager to 
help them in every possible way. They 
should take advantage of the proffered 
assistance. y%

Our lives are at stake 
as well as our liberty. 


For the moment, victory is the only war 
aim that matters. There must be no 
quarrelling among ourselves. Masters and 
men must sink their differences Labour 
disputes and strikes should be avoided at 
ail costs. 

America has proclaimed herself the 
arsenal of Democracy. Here, in our own 
country, we must build and man and 
maintain the workshop of the whole free 
world And in it we shall forge the sword 
wf retribution that Hitler and his gang- 
sters cannot escape.
